On  March  30,  1993  I  succeeded  Selectman  Zilonis  as  Chairman  of  the 
Board.  On  review,  the  year  has  been  both  challenging  and  rewarding  and  I 
have  very  much  enjoyed  serving.  During  this  time  several  innovative  and 
noteworthy  events  took  place.  The  Cable  Television  Advisory  Committee  was 
reconstituted  and  charged  to  insure  that  the  residents  would  continue  to  be 
well-served  by  the  current  license-holder  and  also  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
changes  in  the  industry  due  to  new  legislation  governing  rates  and  charges. 
We  are  confident  that  this  committee  will  prove  invaluable,  especially  as  the 
time  for  license-renewal  approaches. 
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A  Maritime  Museum  Committee  was  structured  this  year  to  investigate 
the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  museum  commemorating  Scituate’s  maritime 
past.  The  members  worked  long  and  hard  but  to  no  avail  as  the  project  was 
deemed  inadvisable  as  planned  at  this  time.  By  far  one  of  the  most 
advantageous  resolutions  to  one  of  the  Town’s  most  pressing  problems  was 
the  Peggotty  Beach  Buy-out  Program  which  enabled  homeowners  on  Town 
Way  Extension  to  escape  the  perils  of  further  destruction  of  their  property  at 
the  hands  of  mother  nature.  Selectman  Blake,  with  the  help  of  his  Hazard 
Mitigation  Committee,  took  the  leadership  role  in  obtaining  the  necessary 
grants  to  accomplish  this  end. 

Although  no  track  has  been  laid  preparatory  to  the  return  of  commuter 
rail  to  Scituate,  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  was  spent  over  the  year  by  all 
of  the  members  of  the  Board,  serving  in  their  own  areas  of  expertise,  to  insure 
that  the  return  of  rail  remained  an  active,  vital,  and  progressive  project  -  most 
especially  the  Greenbush  line  thereof. 

Our  Employee  Service  Awards  program  was  voted  and  set  in  motion  this 
year.  In  each  succeeding  year  employees  reaching  a  set  longevity  plateau  will 
be  duly  recognized.  The  plaque  dedicated  to  those  who  have  served  the  Town 
for  twenty-five  years  was  placed  in  the  Selectmen’s  Chambers  and  names  will 
be  added  each  year. 

Foreshore  protection  is  very  much  a  vital,  daily  concern  but  the 
Humarock  dune,  earlier  approved  by  Town  Meeting,  could  not  be  constructed 
before  this  winter  as  problems  arose  over  the  ability  of  the  Sea  Street  bridge 
to  bear  the  weight  of  the  trucks  required  to  transport  the  necessary  sand  into 
Humarock.  ft  is  hoped  that  resolution  is  at  hand  and  construction  of  the  dune 
can  begin  in  May  of  1994. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Stockbridge  Road  bridge  in  Greenbush 
was  replaced  in  its  entirety,  paved,  and  reopened  to  vehicular  traffic  during 
the  same  time  frame  in  which  the  Sea  Street  and  Route  3A  bridges  were  under 
active  discussion.  We  are  justly  proud  of  that  achievement  and  congratulate 
all  departments  and  personnel  involved. 

Lastly,  but  of  most  recent  importance  to  the  residents  of  Scituate,  are  the 
proposed  Title  V  regulations  which  would  demand  that  those  of  us  with 
cesspools  could  no  longer  maintain  those  systems  and  would  be  required  to 
replace  them  at  great  expense.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Health  Agent,  and 
Building  Commissioner  travelled  to  Beacon  Hill  to  address  the  Department  ol 
Environmental  Protection  at  an  open  hearing,  protesting  vehemently  the 
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implementation  of  the  proposed  regulations.  We  later  followed  up  with  a 
discussion  in  the  Selectmen’s  Chambers  with  our  legislative  delegation  to 
reinforce  our  sentiments  and  ask  their  continued  efforts  on  behalf  of  Scituate’s 
residents  to  prevent  the  imposition  of  said  regulations.  It  appeared  that  those 
efforts  were  fruitful  in  that  the  regulations  were  subsequently  delayed  and 
continue  to  be  monitored  as  can  be  seen  in  the  most  recent  press. 

In  retrospect,  1993  was  somewhat  kinder  to  Scituate  than  the  previous 
two  years  in  terms  of  the  environment.  I  look  forward  to  1994  and  to  working 
with  the  members  of  the  Board  to  effect  policies,  procedures,  and  changes  if 
needed,  to  insure  that  your  municipal  government  meets  the  needs  of  each  of 
you  as  residents  and  tax-payers.

The  Town  Administrator  is  the  Chief  Administrative  officer  of  the  Town 
and  is  responsible  and  accountable  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the 
operation  of  all  departments  except  schools. 

He  is  the  personnel  Director  responsible  for  the  administration  of  all 
personnel  matters  including  Civil  Service  and  labor  negotiations.  He  appoints 
all  department  heads  and  employees  except  Town  Accountant  and  Town 
Counsel.  The  Town  Administrator  has  general  supervision  of  all  departments 
and  is  responsible  for  keeping  financial  and  administrative  records  of  Town 
activities. 

The  Town  Administrator  has  full  jurisdiction  over  the  rental  and 
maintenance  of  all  Town  property  except  schools  and  keeps  an  inventory  of 
all  Town  property.  He  is  the  Chief  Procurement  Officer  of  the  Town  and  he 
prepares  and  submits  an  Annual  Budget  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Scituate  began  yet  another  year  coping  with  the  aftermath  of  a  major 
storm.  Clean-up  and  reconstruction  of  roads,  seawalls  and  revetments  were 
ongoing  throughout  most  of  1992.  In  a  related  story,  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Administration  approved  a  1.9  million  dollar  grant  program  to 
buy  out  homes  and  lots  on  Town  Way  Extension.  A  total  of  twenty  lots  are 
now  owned  by  the  Town  and  we  are  currently  negotiating  for  three  more. 
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The  Town  is  continuing  to  evaluate  the  future  use  of  the  Jenkins  School. 
The  search  for  heirs  of  Emeline  Jenkins  is  nearly  complete  and  we  will  finish 
the  taking  to  clear  the  title.  Town  Meeting  will  then  be  asked  to  decide  on  the 
disposition  of  this  old  and  outdated  property. 

Solid  waste  continued  to  be  a  hot  topic  this  year.  Thanks  to  your  local 
officials  and  especially  Representative  Frank  Hynes,  the  State  Landfill 
Regulations  were  overturned.  Our  landfill  will  remain  open  until  such  time  as 
a  closure  plan  can  be  agreed  to.  We’re  hoping  for  five  to  ten  years. 

DEP  had  similar  success  with  their  proposed  new  Title  V  regulations 
which  would  have  been  a  disaster  for  coastal  communities.  Our  thanks  to 
Jennifer  Sullivan  and  Representative  Frank  Hynes  for  their  successful  battle 
with  the  regulations. 

The  Town  continued  its  program  of  improving  access  to  the  handicapped. 
A  handicapped  bathroom  was  installed  in  the  Town  Hall  and  construction 
began  on  a  new  ramp  at  the  Police  Station. 

In  October  the  Town  held  a  Special  Town  Meeting  to  fund  our  share  of 
the  new  Education  Reform  Act.  We  also  funded  the  sacrificial  dune  project 
for  Humarock  which  is  currently  under  design.  In  addition,  $20,000  was 
appropriated  for  the  conceptual  design  of  the  long-awaited  Driftway  Golf 
Course. 

Completion  of  reconstruction  of  the  Stockbridge  Road  Bridge  was  on 
schedule  and  reopened  on  December  fifteenth.  Great  job  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works! 

My  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  staff  and  citizens  for  a  successful 
and  enjoyable  year.  My  special  thanks  to  Ceil  Coan  for  her  valuable 
assistance.

The  Planning  Board  held  30  meetings  during  1993.  Twenty-five  ANR 
plans  were  reviewed  along  with  11  applications  for  special  permits  (1  Site 
Plan  Special  Permit;  6  Flood  Plain  Special  Permits;  3  Accessory  Dwelling 
Special  Permits;  1  Common  Driveway  Special  Permit).  The  Board  also  acted 
on  10  Site  Plan  Waiver  applications  and  2  Site  Plan  Administrative  Review 
applications;  six  Ch.  91  applications  (amnesty  or  license);  one  modification  to 
a  definitive  subdivision  plan;  and  one  definitive  subdivision  (Lincoln  Woods) 
was  approved. 
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Zoning  continued  to  be  a  most  important  task  for  the  Planning  Board. 
Three  amendments  to  the  PDD  Zoning  By-Law,  sponsored  by  the  Planning 
Board,  were  approved  at  the  1993  Annual  Town  Meeting.  A  Special  Town 
Meeting  in  October  brought  forth  a  series  of  citizen-sponsored  zoning 
amendments.  Work  continued  on  zoning  amendments  through  the  end  of 
1993  and  as  a  result  a  series  of  zoning  articles  will  be  brought  forth  at  the  1994 
Annual  Town  Meeting.

METROPOLITAN  AREA  PLANNING  COUNCIL 

Throughout  the  year,  MAPC  has  been  representing  the  interests  of 
communities  in  the  region  on  a  number  of  critical  planning  issues.  In  August 
MAPC  initiated  a  public  information  process  for  review  and  comment  on  the 
Regional  Transportation  Plan,  a  long-range  planning  document  that  lays  out 
future  transportation  investments  in  the  region.  Working  within  the 
Metropolitan  Planning  Organization  (MPO)  structure,  along  with  five  other 
agencies,  MAPC  participated  in  the  development  of  the  Plan,  mandated  by  the 
ISTEA  (Intermodal  Surface  Transportation  Efficiency  Act)  federal 
legislation.  MAPC’s  involvement  in  the  Regional  Transportation  Plan  led  to 
a  final  draft  that  was  more  reflective  of  local  needs. 

Other  transportation  planning  initiatives  that  MAPC  participated  in  on 
behalf  of  its  communities  include  coordinating  local  review  of  amendments  to 
the  TIP  (Transportation  Improvement  Program);  the  State  Implementation 
Plan  (SIP)  for  Air  Quality;  and  the  Program  for  Mass  Transportation  (PMT). 

MAPC  also  participated  in  the  federally  required  reclassification  of  local 
roads,  hosted  an  informational  forum  on  the  SIP,  coordinated  and  solicited 
Transportation  Demand  Management  (TDM)  and  transportation  enhancement 
project  development  and  funding;  and  participated  in  an  electric  vehicle  pilot 
program  to  demonstrate  the  viability  of  alternative  fuel  vehicles  in 
Massachusetts. 
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As  the  lead  agency  for  the  development  of  the  Overall  Economic 
Development  Program  (OEDP)  for  the  region,  MAPC  brought  together  local 
officials  and  the  region’s  business  community  to  develop  the  OEDP  priorities. 
In  January,  the  Economic  Development  Administration  (EDA)  approved 
MAPC’s  OEDP  qualifying  the  projects  contained  in  it  for  public  works  grants 
from  the  EDA.  During  the  year,  OEDP  project  funding  by  the  EDA  totaled 
$1.8  million 

MAPC’s  Data  Center  continued  to  develop  and  disseminate  information 
on  the  communities  in  the  region.  Last  year  the  center  developed  a  1990 
census  profile  of  sample  data  for  each  community  in  the  region;  surveyed  and 
compiled  an  inventory  of  vacant  industrial  and  commercial  sites  for  each 
community  in  the  region;  and  developed  from  the  1990  census,  journey  to 
work  data  and  population  and  age  group  forecasts  for  each  community. 

MAPC’s  administrative  support  of  the  eight  subregions  continued  to 
provide  an  important  coordinating  link  between  the  towns  and  the  region.  In 
1993  the  South  Shore  Coalition  (SSC)  focused  on  several  transportation 
projects,  including  the  Route  3A  Bridge  in  Marshfield  and  Scituate,  the 
proposed  Route  3  widening  project,  the  Summer  Street/George  Washington 
Blvd.  bicycle  path  in  Hingham,  and  the  Old  Colony  Rail  Restoration  Project. 
The  group  also  reviewed  and  responded  to  the  Regional  Transportation  Plan 
and  the  Transportation  Improvement  Program  and  considered  flood 
insurance,  coastal  water  quality,  economic  development,  solid  waste 
management,  and  the  South  Weymouth  Naval  Air  Station.  MAPC  also 
reviewed  the  Route  139  interchange  project  and  met  with  SSC  town 
administrators  to  draft  a  Request  for  Proposals  for  an  office  supply  bid.  In 
May  the  SSC  sponsored  a  meeting  with  South  Shore  legislators  to  discuss 
legislative  priorities. 

In  addition  to  providing  administrative  support  to  the  SSC,  MAPC  also 
provided  administrative  support  to  the  South  Shore  Regional  Disposal 
Planning  Board  formed  in  the  spring  of  1992,  to  study  the  feasibility  of 
forming  a  solid  waste  management  district. 

Scituate  responded  to  MAPC’s  outreach  encouraging  communities  to 
develop  pavement  management  programs.  During  the  year  MAPC  trained 
Scituate  staff  in  data  collection  and  evaluation  of  road  conditions  in  the  town. 
Once  the  information  is  collected,  MAPC  provides  data  input  services,  and 
condition  and  financial  analysis.  MAPC  continues  to  work  with  communities 
long  after  the  final  report,  providing  annual  updates  to  the  database.

It  is  with  pleasure  I  submit  my  third  Annual  Report.  The  year  1993  has 
produced  continued  progress  in  the  computerization  of  the  many  duties  and 
functions  of  the  Town  Clerk’s  office.  We  are  now  able  to  handle  many  more 
procedures  in  an  efficient  and  timely  manner. 

In  1993  Town  and  Zoning  By-Laws  voted  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  were 
submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  and  approved  in  less  than  30  days.  Zoning 
By-Laws  voted  by  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  October  were  submitted  and 
approved  in  less  than  15  days. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  creating  a  master  index  of  all  births,  deaths  and 
marriages  dating  back  to  the  early  1800’s.  The  Town  Archives  are  compiling 
the  births,  deaths  and  marriages  from  the  1800’ s  back  to  the  early  1600’s. 
Upon  conclusion  of  this  project,  we  will  have  a  complete  alphabetical  index 
spanning  over  360  years  of  Scituate  family  history.  This  will  save  both  time 
and  money  when  we  respond  to  the  many  request  for  genealogical  research 
which,  at  present,  are  very  time  consuming. 

This  past  year  has  brought  new  laws  and  new  mandates  which  will  greatly 
affect  the  operation  of  the  Town  Clerk’s  office.  For  example,  the  new  Motor 
Voter  Law  will  produce  major  changes  in  the  election  process  and  I  look 
forward  to  implementing  these  changes. 

I  welcome  any  comments  and  suggestions  regarding  the  quality  of  service 
provided  by  the  Town  Clerk’s  office.  Above  all,  I  strive  to  have  my  oflice 
serve  the  needs  of  the  community.

Section  490  (Planned  Development  District) 

To  see  if  the  town  will  amend  Section  490  of  Chapter  14  (Zoning)  of  the 
Town  of  Scituate  Bylaws  as  follows,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto: 

a.  Paragraph  490.1:  After  the  words  “community  recreation  complex”,  add 
the  words  “a  mix  of  residential  land  uses,  including  permanent  affordable 
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housing,”. 

b.  Paragraph  490.3. a:  Strike  out  the  word  “Residential,”  and  substitute 
therefore  the  words”  Affordable  Residential  Housing  District.  This 
Subdistrict  shall  consist  of  two  sub-subdistricts:  A-l:  Affordable  Home

(a)  Contain  long-term  affordability  restrictions  that  ensure  that  future 
Scituate  residents,  their  immediate  family  and  Scituate  town 
employees  will  continue  to  have  their  affordable  housing  needs 
met  by  housing  constructed  in  Subdistrict  A.  Scituate  residency 
and  status  of  “immediate  family”  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Scituate  Housing  Authority. 

(b)  Contain  a  low-income  formula  requirement  for  prospective

2.  “A  Substantial  Amount”  shall  mean  a  quantity  of  material  which 
occupies  more  than  375  cubic  feet. 

3.  “Reasonable  Amount  of  Time”  shall  mean  less  than  ninety  (90)  days. 

Section  2003 

CONDITIONS  existing  at  the  date  of  the  By-Law  enactment,  which  meet 
the  definition  of  substantial  amounts  of  junk  or  debris,  must  be  brought  into 
compliance  within  six  months  of  the  date  of  approval  of  this  By-Law. 

Section  2004 

ENFORCEMENT: 

1.  The  Building  Commissioner  shall  be  charged  with  the  interpretation  and 
enforcement  of  this  By-Law. 

2.  Anyone  found  in  violation  shall  be  liable  for  a  fine  of  $25.00  for  each 
day  the  violation  persists.

The  Board  of  Registrars  held  three  registrations  this  pat  year:  special 
town  meeting,  town  meeting  and  annual  town  elections.  We  also  certified  479 
sheets  of  nine  initiative  petitions  verifying  3,182  voters’  signatures. 

This  year  the  State  Legislature  passed  the  “Motor  Voter”  bill  which  is  an 
offshoot  of  the  National  Voter  Registration  Act  of  1993.  The  new  law  will 
complement  the  method  by  which  the  Registrars  receive  voter  registrations.  It 
allows  certain  state  agencies,  such  as  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  to 
actually  register  voters  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  This  information  is 
then  relayed  back  to  the  local  cities  and  towns  to  be  added  to  their  voter  lists. 

1993  also  saw  the  demise  of  the  Independent  voters  Party  when  their 
candidate  failed  to  garner  the  mandated  3%  of  the  vote  cast  for  the  state  wide 
office  required  to  stay  a  viable  political  party.  As  a  result,  no  one  may 
currently  be  allowed  to  register  as  a  member  of  the  Independent  Voters  Party 
in  Massachusetts.

Unfortunately,  there  was  one  fatality  this  year.  A  thirty-two  (32)  year  old 
male,  while  Scuba  Diving  off  First  Cliff,  suffered  a  heart  attack.  Medical 
assistance  was  unable  to  revive  him. 

The  exceptionally  good  weather  gave  the  boaters  a  very  good  season. 
Most  of  the  weekends  were  sunny  with  calm  seas. 

The  new  patrol  boat  arrived  on  October  3,  a  19'  Boston  Whaler,  We  now 
have  a  compliment  of  three  (3)  sturdy,  dependable  vessels.

Shellfishing  in  Scituate  has  continued  to  be  disrupted  by  pollution  and  the 
red  tide.  Soft  shell  clam  beds  remained  closed  over  the  past  year,  although  the 
resource  has  continued  to  make  a  steady  comeback. 

The  State  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  has  begun  a  sanitary  survey  of  the 
Cohasset  Harbor  area.  This  is  a  necessary  first  step  before  the  Bassing  Beach 
area  can  be  re-opened.  The  status  of  the  North  and  South  Rivers  remains 
closed  because  of  high  fecal  coliform  counts. 

The  red  tide  appeared  on  our  coast  early  this  summer  and  remained  until 
late  November.  This  curtailed  the  seaclamming  enthusiasts  along  the  coast. 
The  department  continues  to  work  with  the  health  department  and  the  state 
Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  in  monitoring  our  shellfish  resources.

The  Waterways  Commission  held  regular  monthly  meetings  the  first 
Monday  of  each  month.  The  commission  provides  a  forum  for  all  citizens 
interested  in  Scituate  waterways  activities. 

Significant  events  accomplished  in  1993  were: 

-  Approvals  to  plans  for  repair  of  the  federal  breakwaters  protecting 
Scituate  Harbor. 

-  Permit  approvals  and  design  to  construct  a  Jericho  Road  launching 
ramp  pier. 

-  Procurement  and  plan  for  1994  operation  of  a  sanitary  pump-out 
facility  at  the  town  marina. 

-  Harbor  clean  up. 

The  primary  focus  of  the  Waterways  activities  in  1994  will  be: 

-  Obtain  funding  and  implementation  for  badly  needed  dredging  in  the 
inner  harbor  adjacent  to  the  town  marina. 

-  Implementation  program  on  Scituate  water  quality  to  include  testing 
and  education  for  citizens  proactive  support. 

-  Dredging  -  survey  of  authorized  depths  and  identify  issues  ad  provide 
recommendations. 
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-  Town  Pier  -  Identify  opportunities  to  improve  utilization  and 
management  of  Town  Pier. 

-  Pump-out  Facility  -  Implementation  program  for  eduction  and 
utilization  of  facility. 

-  Breakwater/Jetty  -  Improvements  for  protection  of  Scituate  Harbor. 

-  Waterways  Revenue  -  Identification  and  planning  for  major  program 
expenditures. 

-  Chapter  91  -  Rules  and  Regulations  and  implication  for  Scituate 
waterways. 

-  Annual  clean-up  day  for  Scituate  Harbor. 

The  Waterways  Commission  would  like  to  thank  the  EZ  Rider, 
Harbormaster  and  his  assistants,  DPW,  Scituate  lobstermen  and  private 
citizens  for  their  contribution  towards  the  annual  clean-up  day. 

Particular  thanks  need  to  be  expended  to  the  Harbormaster  and  his 
assistants  in  making  the  harbor  a  friendly,  congenial  stopover  location  for 
transient  boaters  visiting  Scituate.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  members  are  James  Lydon,  Chairman; 
Peter  Murphy  and  Jane  Fallon  who  was  appointed  in  the  spring  following  the 
resignation  of  Kevin  Kinsella. 

The  Board  of  Health  issued  licenses  and  permits  totaling  $34,670.50. 

In  December  1992,  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP) 
announced  potential  changes  in  new  Title  5  regulations  concerning  sewage 
disposal  systems  that  would  have  a  severe  impact  on  the  citizens  of  Scituate. 
At  the  Director’s  suggestion,  the  Board  of  Health  held  a  public  informational 
meeting  on  February  17,  1993,  to  increase  the  public  awareness  of  those  to  be 
impacted  and  urge  their  participation  in  the  regulation  process.  In  order  to 
afford  some  protection  from  proposed  new  regulations,  the  Board  of  Health 
instituted  a  policy  of  allowing  septic  tanks  to  be  installed  between  houses  and 
cesspools  provided  the  existing  cesspool  was  not  in  the  watertable. 

The  Director  served  on  a  local  Rabies  Control  Committee  with  Barbara 
Hopey,  DMV;  Arthur  Wood,  Public  Safety  Officer;  and  Leslie  Cook,  Animal 
Control  Officer.  The  committee  set  procedures  in  accordance  with 
recommendations  from  the  MDPH,  coordinated  training  for  police,  education 
at  the  schools,  and  public  education  and  awareness.  The  Board  of  Health 
especially  wishes  to  thank  the  Animal  Control  Committee  which  has  arranged 
an  increased  schedule  of  Rabies  Vaccine  Clinics  for  cats  and  dogs  in  Scituate. 

OnApril  27th,  Pamela  Ross  Kung  of  Safe  Food  Management,  presented 
a  food  sanitation  seminar  in  Scituate  and  Marshfield  for  food  establishment 
workers  and  operators.  Her  presentations  were  sponsored  by  the  Boards  of 
Health  of  Scituate,  Norwell,  Cohasset,  Marshfield  and  Hull. 

At  the  request  of  the  Waterways  Committee,  the  Board  of  Health  did 
seasonal  monthly  water  sampling  at  four  sites  in  Scituate  Harbor.  A  shellfish 
sanitation  survey  was  conducted  by  the  Director,  Shellfish  Warden,  and  a 
Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  representative  in  the  Minot,  North  Scituate 
coastal  area.  Only  one  positive  pollution  source  was  identified  that  was 
already  slated  for  action  by  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Director  was  designated 
to  accompany  DEP  inspectors  and  DPW’s  consultant  on  a  facilities  inspection 
of  underground  injection  control  and  other  potential  contamination  as  part  of 
the  EPA  Grant  Wellhead  Protection  Program. 

At  DEP’s  request,  the  Director  supplied  additional  information  to 
supplement  the  Facilities  Plan  to  include  the  Minot,  Musquashicut  Pond  and 
Indian  Trail  areas  as  possible  future  sites  for  additional  sewering  in  the  town. 
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In  July,  the  Scituate  Board  of  Health  joined  nine  other  South  Shore  area 
Boards  of  Health  to  form  the  South  Shore  Board  of  Health  Collaborative  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  Tobacco  Control  Grant  from  MDPH.  The 
successful  grant  efforts  of  the  health  agents  resulted  in  the  largest  Tobacco 
Control  Grant  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts  of  $300,000  for  fourteen 
communities.  The  grant  will  fund  policies  development  and  public  education. 

On  July  15,  the  Board  of  Health  sponsored  their  annual  mammogram 
screening  by  Mobile  Diagnostics,  Inc.  which  was  attended  by  twenty-seven 
women. 

During  1993,  the  Board  of  Health  upon  request,  approved  five  emergency 
connections  to  the  public  sewerage  system  due  to  failed  systems  which  could 
not  be  replaced  by  Title  5  sewage  disposal  systems.  The  Board  of  Health  also 
approved  a  sewage  disposal  system  repair  from  the  Storm  of  ’91  with  an 
elevated  septic  tank  in  a  velocity  zone. 

DEP  proposed  new  Title  5  regulations  were  issued  at  the  end  of 
September  with  many  provisions  that  would  negatively  impact  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  citizens  of  Scituate.  The  Director  held  two  public 
informational  hearings  to  advise  on  the  specific  provisions  and  to  encourage 
participation  in  the  public  comment  period  by  contacting  appropriate 
governmental  officials.  The  director  also  presented  detailed  testimony  at  the 
DEP  public  hearings  in  Boston.  As  a  result  of  overwhelming  negative 
comment,  extensive  revisions  are  on-going  and  implementation  has  been 
delayed.  The  Director  was  also  invited  to  the  DEP  Commissioner’s  office  to 
provide  additional  input  on  the  revisions. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  still  trying  to  isolate  and  identify  the  source  of  an 
odor  problem  in  the  Satuit  Brook.  Direct  access  and  inclement  and  adverse 
weather  conditions  have  presented  problems  with  this  investigation. 

We  would  like  to  thank  our  loyal  and  capable  staff:  Jennifer  Lamb 
Sullivan,  Director  of  Public  Health;  Carmen  D.  Bonney,  Secretary;  and  Eileen 
Scotti,  Public  Health  Nurse,  for  their  service  as  well  as  those  town 
departments  and  officials  who  have  assisted  our  efforts  this  year.

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  is  conducted  under  directives 
furnished  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  1 15  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended.  For  each  case  authorized  by  the 
state  Department  of  Veterans’  Services,  the  Town  receives  75% 
reimbursement.  We  are  pleased  to  state  that  all  our  cases  have  been  so 
authorized,  and  as  a  result,  the  Town  will  receive  reimbursement. 

Once  again  we  have  been  able  to  assist  veterans  and/or  their  dependents 
in  securing  such  benefits  due  them,  such  as  VA  Pensions,  Compensation, 
Workmen’s  Compensation  and  any  other  State  and  Federal  programs  of 
lasting  benefit  to  the  individual.  A  saving  to  the  Town  of  Scituate  often 
results,  as  many  of  these  persons  would  have  been  eligible  for  benefit 
payment. 

As  Veterans’  Graves  Officer,  I  make  periodic  inspection  of  each 
cemetery  during  the  year.  All  veterans  graves  are  well  cared  for  and  the 
superintendents  of  each  cemetery  are  worthy  of  our  commendation  for 
splendid  work  performed. 

A  12x18  inch  American  flag  was  placed  at  each  grave  marker  on  every 
veterans  grave  on  Memorial  Day  and  Veterans  Day.  Installation  of  flat  grave 
stones,  granite  or  bronze,  were  put  on  each  veterans  grave  when  requested  by 
the  surviving  relative  of  the  deceased  veteran.  Decorative  wreaths  and  flags 
were  placed  on  each  public  square  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  our  veterans. 
We  would  appreciate  being  advised  if  there  are  any  graves  not  so  decorated. 
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We  have  created  two  new  war  memorials  this  year,  one  of  which  is  for  a 
congressional  Medal  of  Honor  recipient,  Pvt.  Elden  H.  Johnson  -  World  War 
II  -  killed  in  action.  The  memorial  encompasses  a  traffic  island  in  Greenbush, 
opposite  the  entrance  of  New  Driftway  Road  and  Country  Way.  The  Town  of 
Scituate  is  to  be  greatly  honored  to  have  such  a  decorated  square.  The  second 
dedication  was  for  Sgt.  John  P.  Runey  of  the  Vietnam  War.  He  served  his 
country  well.  The  traffic  island  on  the  corner  of  Common  Street  and  First 
Parish  Road  now  bears  his  name.  Our  War  Memorials  now  total  23. 

My  salute  goes  to  Rudy  Mitchell,  a  veteran,  who  volunteers  some  of  his 
time  giving  full  respect  to  our  nation’s  flag  by  raising  and  lowering  the  colors 
at  the  harbor  pier  flag  pole  (weather  permitting).  This  honor  shown  by  Rudy 
towards  our  nation’s  flag  deserves  our  recognition  and  pride.  More  of  us 
should  follow  this  example. 

I  am  most  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Administrator  and 
other  departments  and  organizations  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  their 
continued  help  to  our  veterans  and  their  dependents.

1993  was  a  busy  year  for  the  town  library.  The  transition  to  the  automated 
(Old  Colony  Library  Network)  system  went  very  smoothly.  Over  5,000 
residents  applied  for  their  new  bar  coded  library  cards.  The  system  generated 
very  accurate  and  detailed  statistics  that  will  be  useful  for  tracking  trends  and 
planning  for  the  future. 

Throughout  1993,  usage  of  the  library  continued  to  increase.  54,118 
people  visited  the  library.  20,800  individuals  received  answers  to  reference 
questions.  157,758  items  circulated,  including  1,346  items  borrowed  for  our 
patrons  from  other  libraries.  2,415  persons  attended  the  153  meetings  held  at 
the  library.  969  children  participated  in  programs  sponsored  by  the  children’s 
department. 

Because  the  materials  budget  remained  unchanged  from  the  previous 
year,  it  was  necessary  to  rely  upon  alternative  funding  sources.  The  Trustees 
authorized  the  use  of  state  aid  funds  and  trust  funds  for  the  purchase  of  books, 
reference  sources,  subscriptions,  etc.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  provided 
substantial  support.  Donations  were  received  from  businesses  and  individuals. 
The  library  applied  for  the  received  a  $5,000  LSCA  Title  I  grant  form  the 
federal  government  to  update  materials  in  the  children’s  room  (for  use  in 
fiscal  year  1994). 

In  February,  the  library  completed  a  Three  Year  Plan  of  Service.  A  copy 
of  the  plan  is  available  at  the  main  desk.  The  following  goals  established  by 
the  plan  have  been  achieved:  the  installation  of  bright  entrance  lighting;  the 
purchase  of  new  carpets  for  the  foyer;  the  completion  of  the  collection 
development  grant. 
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Looking  to  the  future  ...  we  hope  to  achieve  additional  goals  which 
include  increasing  the  selection  of  reference  and  circulating  materials; 
rearranging  materials  for  greater  accessibility;  and  making  the  library  more 
available  by  opening  on  Fridays.  With  continued  support  from  the 
community,  I  am  confident  that  these  goals  will  be  achieved.

Those  present  were 
especially  interested  in  the  capabilities  of  the  library’s  computerized  link  with 
the  Old  Colony  Library  Network,  a  link  that  may  in  part  explain  the  past 
year’s  unprecedented  use  of  library  facilities.  The  Trustees  look  forward  to 
expanding  this  capability  in  the  near  future. 

The  Library  has  welcomed  financial  support  form  patrons  and  area 
businesses.  A  brochure  explaining  how  to  give  to  the  Town  Library  is 
available  at  the  main  desk.  In  addition,  the  Trustees  sponsored  a  Planned 
Giving  Seminar  in  November  to  acquaint  patrons  with  tax  benefits  available 
in  contributing  to  the  library.  We  are  grateful  for  gifts  of  cash  and 
subscriptions  from  the  Scituate  Federal  Savings  Bank,  Quincy  Savings  Bank, 
NYNEX,  Rockland  Savings  Bank,  and  Gaffey  Funeral  Service. 

The  Friends  of  the  Scituate  Library  have  continued  their  generous 
support.  Their  town-wide  membership  mailing  in  the  Fall  provided  an 
opportunity  to  acquaint  every  household  with  the  services  of  the  Library,  to 
solicit  new  members  for  the  Friends,  and  to  provide  publicity  for  the  Fall 
Open  House.  The  Friends  supplied  funds  for  the  work  station  and  equipment 
needed  for  a  CD-ROM  together  with  a  three-year  subscription  to  the  Boston 
Globe  on  CD-ROM.  In  addition,  the  Friends  contributed  a  major  upgrade  of 
the  audio  and  video  cassette  library. 

The  strengthened  cooperation  between  the  library  and  the  Scituate 
schools,  together  with  the  library  discipline  policy,  have  resulted  in  a  calmer, 
quieter  library. 
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We  continue  to  work  for  full  restoration  of  our  pre-1990  book  budget  so 
that  any  further  funding  can  result  in  the  library’s  reopening  on  Fridays  and 
Sundays.

RECREATION  COMMISSION 


“Catch  the  Scituate  Spirit!  1993”  is  the  theme  of  the  Recreation 
Commission.  Its  philosophy  is  to  provide  a  comprehensive  leisure  program 
serving  residents  of  all  ages.  The  commission  includes  Bob  Carson, 
Chairman,  Kathleen  Clarkeson,  Rosemary  Lonborg,  J.L.  Murphy,  and  Jack 
Shea. 

Banners  hung  in  the  Harbor,  North  Scituate,  Greenbush,  and  Humarock 
and  continued  to  promote  the  spirit  during  the  summer  months.  Compliments 
were  numerous  as  the  spirit  grew. 

During  Fiscal  Year  1994,  the  town  funded  $63,990.00  for  our  budget. 
The  Lifeguard  services  receives  $49,678.00.  $13,074.00  was  allocated  for  the 
Recreation  Assistant,  Jennifer  McCormack.  The  remainder  of  $1,238.00 
represents  the  amount  reserved  for  the  purchase  of  services,  materials  and 
supplies. 

All  recreational  programs  continue  to  be  funded  by  The  Friends  of 
Scituate  Recreation,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  corporation.  Scholarships  and  financial 
assistance  were  extended  to  those  families  in  need. 

Over  the  past  two  years  the  Recreation  Department’s  programs  have 
tripled  and  participation  has  increased  243%.  During  1993,  2,900  individuals 
participated  in  a  variety  of  programs  totaling  over  100  in  number.  This 
reflects  the  superior  efforts  of  our  Recreation  Assistant,  Jennifer  McCormack, 
who  identified  the  needs  and  interests,  found  human  resources  to  conduct 
programs,  conducted  sign-up  drives,  and  evaluated  each  program  for  success. 

Fall  and  winter  programs  consisted  of  a  gymnastic  clinic,  wrestling 
clinic,  basketball  for  girls,  basketball  for  boys,  karate  lessons,  self  defense  for 
women,  adult  indoor  golf,  junior  indoor  golf,  babysitting  courses,  nutrition 
workshop,  international  educational  program,  Blue  Hill  ski  lessons,  ski  trips, 
pre-season  softball  clinic,  water  aerobics,  men’s  under  35  basketball,  men’s 
over  35  basketball,  advance  co-ed  volleyball,  women’s  basketball,  town  wide 
halloween  party,  New  york  City  Day  Trip,  Boston  Ballet’s  Nutcracker, 
Newport  Holiday  trip,  little  people,  music  for  pre-schoolers,  arts  and  crafts  for 
pre-schoolers,  arts  and  crafts  grades  K-6,  drama  workshop,  early  release  day 
programs,  Community  Christmas  Holiday  Party  and  Christmas  vacation 
activities. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  our  programs  included,  baseball  clinic, 
softball  clinic,  basketball  clinic,  5,6,7  year  instructional  soccer,  adult  golf 
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lessons,  junior  golf  lessons,  outdoor  adult  volleyball,  sailing  lessons, 
swimming  lessons,  water  aerobics,  girls  basketball  league,  cheerleading 
clinic,  Satuit  Band  concerts,  karate,  self  defense  for  women,  nutrition 
workshop,  pop  piano  workshop,  charm  &  etiquette  course,  Easter  egg  hunt, 
sandcastle  contest,  men’s  under  35  basketball,  men’s  over  35  basketball, 
advance  co-ed  volleyball,  international  educational  program,  wrestling  clinic, 
gymnastics  clinic,  little  people  summer  program,  summer  morning  adventure 
club,  young  people  day  program,  arts  and  crafts,  drama,  babysitting  courses. 
New  York  City  Day  Trips,  Day  trip  to  the  Spirit  of  Boston,  and  a  teen  trip  to 
Watercountry. 

The  Scituate  Recreation  Department  is  responsible  for  maintaining  the 
lifeguard  equipment  and  staffing  the  town’s  five  beaches.  The  Recreation 
Department  is  also  responsible  for  scheduling  the  field  permits  for  the  Town’s 
sixteen  athletic  fields. 

“Catch  the  Scituate  Spirit”  tee-shirts  and  sweatshirts  and  the  Scituate 
sports  jackets  and  bags  continue  to  be  available  at  the  Recreation  office 
located  in  the  Jenkins  School,  Room  5,  Vinal  Avenue. 

The  Recreation  Commission  wishes  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  the 
Town  Departments,  Boards  and  Residents  that  provided  support  throughout 
the  year. 

“Catching  the  Scituate  Spirit”  is  contagious.  It  manifests  itself  in  program 
instruction  and  participation.  We  achieved  last  year’s  goal  of  program 
expansion.  Increasing  programs,  participation,  and  satisfaction  among  our 
residents  continues  to  be  our  ongoing  challenge.

Phase  III  of  the  Front  Street  Project  was  completed  in  July  with  the 
planting  of  the  final  five  trees  and  the  installation  of  eleven  benches.  To 
ensure  the  continued  health  and  beauty  of  the  five  islands  in  the  harbor,  a 
contract  was  awarded  to  Morse  Landscaping  for  weeding,  pruning,  watering, 
fertilizing,  mulching  and  planting  of  annuals. 

The  forty-two  trees  planted  in  the  harbor  area  represent  a  major 
investment.  To  protect  this  investment,  a  maintenance  program  has  been 
initiated  with  South  Shore  Arborist  providing  the  initial  pruning  and  feeding. 

The  Commission  coordinated  the  planting  of  the  forty-two  Adopt-A-Lots 
around  the  town.  Thank  you  to  all  the  volunteers  for  the  extra  efforts  required 
last  year  in  watering  their  adopt-a-lots.  The  dry  weather  made  it  very  difficult. 
Members  of  the  Hospice  of  the  South  Shore  will  be  maintaining  a  large 
garden  on  the  traffic  island  at  the  Driftway  and  3A. 

Ship  Shape  Day  was  held  in  May.  Two  stations  were  set  up  for  the 
distribution  of  bags.  One  in  the  Harbor  and  the  other  in  North  Scituate. 

A  memorial  service  was  held  on  October  31,  1993  for  Larry  Bonomi.  A 
plaque  dedicated  to  his  memory  was  placed  in  his  adopt-a-lot  on  Hollett  St.  at 
Gannett  Road. 

In  November,  at  the  Annual  Appreciation  Night  for  the  Adopt-A-Lot 
volunteers,  the  commission  presented  their  Annual  Beautification  Awards  to: 
Cushing  Garden  Club  from  the  Cushing  Elementary  School,  Scituate  Garden 
Club,  and  River  Willow. 

The  Christmas  tree  at  the  town  pier  was  lit  in  conjunction  with  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce’s  Candlelight  Stroll  along  Front  Street. 
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A  special  thank  you  to  Mr.  Herbert  Moran  and  Mr.  Jerald  McMorrow  for 
their  generous  donation  to  the  Beautification  Trust.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

During  1993  the  Commission  has  been  successful  in  finalizing  all 
applications  for  reconstruction  from  the  1991  and  1992  storms.  With  this 
behind  us  we  intend  to  devote  more  time  to  reviewing  and  simplifying  our 
Rules  and  Regulations,  facilitating  the  permitting  process,  updating  the  Open 
Space  Plan,  etc.  all  of  which  have  been  set  aside  during  the  past  two  years  as 
we  attended  to  more  pressing  matters. 

We  continue  to  receive  offers  of  land  donations  and  this  year  have 
accepted  a  gift  of  land  on  Surfside  Road  from  Morris  Rand.  After  the  1991 
and  1992  storms,  Mr.  Rand  decided  not  to  repair  the  house  on  the  property 
and  offered  the  land  to  the  Commission  along  with  a  gift  of  sufficient  funds 
to  demolish  the  structure.  We  are  pleased  to  receive  this  gift  and  plan  to 
landscape  the  area  maintaining  it  as  open  space. 

Chairman  Stanley  M.  Humphries  resigned  from  the  Board  after  serving 
7/2  years  and  has  been  replaced  by  Associate  Member  Maureen  Hurley  who 
is  currently  serving  as  Commission  Chairman.  The  Commission  will  miss  Mr. 
Humphries’  guidance  but  welcomes  the  addition  of  Attorney  Hurley.  Long 
term  member  Janet  Fairbanks  completed  two  terms  and  has  been  replaced  by 
Associate  Member  Arthur  Kossman.  To  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  the 
resignation  of  Scott  Mitchell  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Dr.  Richard 
Eckhouse. 

Several  outstanding  projects  have  been  shouldered  by  Eagle  Scouts. 
Matthew  Torndorf  has  cleared  the  trail  on  the  Ellis  property.  Ben  Wien 
worked  with  member  Carol  Monahan  to  place  sand  fencing  in  the  dunes  at 
Peggotty  Beach.  We  anticipate  that  Beach  Grass  plantings  will  be  another 
Scout  project.

Town  funding  remained  basically  level  with  the  prior  year  except  for 
approval  of  a  town  supported  part  time  position  of  bilingual  outreach  worker. 
We  are  grateful  for  this  continued  support.  The  contributions  of  the  outreach 
worker,  Jean  Hoogoveen,  and  the  bilingual  outreach  worker,  Connie  Gomes, 
are  usually  unheralded  and  in  fact  frequently  confidential.  Those  close  to  the 
many  trying  situations  know  well  how  important  their  helping  efforts  have 
been. 

During  this  year  the  work  authorized  last  year  by  approval  of  capital 
funds  for  extensive  repairs  to  the  Senior  Center  and  started  last  year  has  now 
been  completed.  The  building  now  rests  upon  the  firm  support  of  new  sills 
and  foundation  work  has  raised  their  level  so  that  ground  water  should  not 
again  be  a  problem. 

The  Senior  Center  information  system,  designed  and  staffed  by 
volunteers,  completed  its  second  full  year  of  operation.  The  report  on  the 
year’s  activities  showed  a  small  increase  in  total  hours  of  participation  in 
planned  program  activities,  but  a  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  seniors 
participating.  810  seniors  logged  10,899  hours  versus  1004  logging  10,647 
hours  last  year.  The  capability  to  arrange,  coordinate,  and  manage  over  twenty 
different  activities,  mostly  meeting  on  a  weekly  basis,  with  a  single  staff 
coordinator  is  a  tribute  to  the  motivation  and  skill  of  the  volunteer  crew  that 
staffs  the  front  desk.  Without  them  the  center  would  not  function  at  the  scale 
and  with  the  effectiveness  our  senior  program  enjoys. 
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Transportation  services  showed  no  significant  change  from  the  prior 
year,  but  participation  in  diverse  large  scale  events,  such  as  flu  shots  and  a 
Senior  Month  brunch,  a  health  and  leisure  fair  and  such  social  events  as  an 
Italian  Festival  and  Saint  Patrick’s  dinner,  showed  a  large  increase  in 
participation.  The  dedication  of  the  members  of  the  center’s  Social 
Committee  was  an  absolutely  essential  aspect  of  the  success  of  these  large 
scale  events,  these  volunteers  contributed  literally  long  days  of  work  in  setting 
up,  serving,  and  restoring  the  center  to  normal  state.  In  this  same  vein  the 
efforts  of  the  many  volunteers  who  drove  seniors  to  doctors  appointments  and 
other  hospital  outpatient  visits  were  an  essential  element  of  our  ability  to 
enable  people  who  are  not  driving  to  be  able  to  maintain  independence  in  their 
own  dwelling.  The  same  tribute  is  due  the  volunteers,  working  out  of  the 
center,  who  deliver  meals  on  wheels  for  the  (independent)  Nutrition  Site 
Program. 

Utilizing  the  gift  of  a  second  and  newer  computer,  a  committee  of 
volunteers  has  taken  over  the  publication  of  the  center’s  monthly  newsletter, 
The  Golden  Times.  As  the  group  has  gathered  expertise  in  desktop  publishing, 
the  quality  and  capability  to  arouse  reader  interest  has  burgeoned. 
Unfortunately,  both  publishing  a  newsletter  and  maintaining  an  information 
system  are  time  intensive  activities,  and  the  volunteer  committees  have 
expanded  their  use  of  the  facilities  of  the  Center’s  only  multi-purpose 
conference  room  to  the  detriment  of  other  needed  meeting  activities.  At  year 
end  active  discussions  were  underway  seeking  an  alternative  location  for 
these  two  committees. 

The  year  saw  the  successful  start  of  an  “intergenerational  program” 
whereby  Scituate’s  seniors  and  school  youth  shared  experiences.  As  part  of 
this  program  27  seniors  participated  in  the  “Intergenerational  Day”  program 
arranged  by  School  Department  staff. 

The  members  of  the  Council  on  Aging  have  contributed  in  many  areas  of 
Center  operation.  I  am  deeply  grateful  for  their  advice,  help  and  support.

On  behalf  of  the  Trustees  and  Officers  of  the  Scituate  Historical  Society, 
I  am  pleased  to  make  the  following  report  to  the  people  of  Scituate  about  the 
use  and  maintenance  of  the  Historical  Sites  under  the  administration  of  the 
Scituate  Historical  Society. 

This  has  been  a  most  active  and  interesting  year  for  the  Society.  We  had 
two  dinner  meetings,  one  in  January  at  the  Harbor  Methodist  Church  where 
we  had  a  wonderful  turkey  dinner  with  the  pie  of  your  choice  made  by  the 
ladies  of  the  church.  We  had  Ted  Zalewski  who  looked  like  “Teddy 
Roosevelt”  and  brought  us  a  complete  history  of  President  Theodore 
Roosevelt.  Our  second  dinner  meeting  was  March  27th  at  the  Congregational 
Church.  We  had  Yankee  Pot  Roast  dinner  and  our  speaker  was  Robert  D. 
Hall,  Jr.  who  did  a  presentation  of  a  Massachusetts  Union  Soldier  in  the  Civil 
War. 

We  held  our  annual  meeting  at  the  Laidlaw  Historical  Center.  We  have 
had  many  visitors  to  the  Center  form  twenty-five  states  and  five  foreign 
countries.  I  want  to  thank  our  Volunteers  who  keep  the  Historic  Center  open 
Monday  through  Saturday  10-4  p.m.  all  year.  The  Volunteers  are  Elizabeth 
Whitaker,  Richard  Curry,  Charles  Sparrell,  Phillip  Weeks,  Douglas  Fields, 
Evelyn  Davies,  Adelaide  Messenger,  Ruth  Downton,  Duncan  Bates  Todd  and 
Willard  Thomas  and  I  want  to  thank  them  for  all  the  time  they  put  in  taking 
care  of  our  visitors  from  all  over  the  world.  Our  library  has  records  of  early 
families  who  came  to  this  country  from  1620  on.  Many  of  these  people  came 
to  take  a  tour  of  our  many  historic  sites.  We  are  very  pleased  that  schools  from 
many  towns  bring  their  students  to  Scituate  to  learn  the  history  and  visit 
Historic  Sites.  We  had  our  usual  five  historic  tours  at  the  Scituate  Lighthouse, 
Lawson  Tower,  Cudworth  House,  Barn  and  Cattle  Pound,  laidlaw  Historic 
Center,  Mann  Farmhouse  and  Historic  Museum  and  Wild  Flower  Garden,  the 
Stockbridge  Grist  Mill  and  the  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Homestead  and  Well. 
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We  had  children  from  the  three  elementary  schools  and  Gates  School 
come  to  the  historic  sites  on  tour.  I  lectured  at  the  schools  on  Scituate’s 
history.  At  Christmas  the  children  form  Martin  Grassie’s  classes  made 
decorations  and  came  to  the  Center  at  Christmas  and  decorated  our  tree  and 
sang  carols.  We  enjoyed  having  them  very  much.  Our  Christmas  tree  came 
from  Vermont  from  Robert  Dorr  as  a  gift  and  it  was  beautiful.  The  Garden 
Club  decorated  all  three  places  at  Christmas.  The  Lighthouse,  the  Old  Oaken 
Bucket  and  the  Historical  Center.  They  also  made  the  Cudworth  Herb  Garden 
authentic  for  the  period  of  the  house  and  kept  the  Wild  Flower  Garden  at  the 
Mann  House  in  perfect  condition.  Ann  Baird  took  many  school  children 
through  the  garden. 

This  year  we  are  still  working  on  our  Historic  Inventory.  David  Dixon 
and  Duncan  Bates  Todd  are  our  Inventory  committee  and  they  have  done  the 
research  on  three  hundred  houses  and  we  have  plaqued  over  two  hundred 
houses  and  they  are  getting  ready  to  publish  a  book  which  will  include  all  the 
Historic  Houses  and  the  history  about  them  up  to  1882. 

The  Scituate  Historical  Society  appreciates  very  much  the  continued 
support  the  people  of  Scituate  give  us  so  we  can  make  all  this  possible  for 
people  from  all  over  the  world.

The  year  1993  was  an  important  year  in  many  respects  as  the 
Commission  and  the  town  worked  toward  full  accessibility  for  all  citizens. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Commission  saw  the  installation  of  an 
accessible  restroom  in  the  town  offices,  also,  a  new  ramp  was  installed  at  the 
police  station. 

Through  the  help  of  the  Friends  of  the  Disabled,  we  were  able  to  repair 
the  ramp  at  Peggotty  Beach,  which  was  damaged  in  the  storm  of  1992. 

In  1993  we  were  actively  working  with  Scituate  business  owners  to 
provide  accessibility  to  more  facilities,  and  we  intend  to  continue  our  work  in 
1994. 

With  the  help  of  many  concerned  citizens,  we  were  able  to  accomplish 
the  installation  of  new  wheelchair  lifts  in  several  Scituate  school  buildings. 

Several  Scituate  churches  received  technical  advice  and  assistance 
toward  making  their  facilities  accessible. 

Recently,  the  Commission  and  the  Council  on  Aging  received  notice  of 
the  award  of  a  new  van  in  the  18th  round  of  the  Mobility  Assistance  Program 
by  the  Executive  Office  of  Transportation  and  Construction,  thru  South  Shore 
Elder  Services. 

This  new  van  will  replace  the  aging  1986  vehicle  which  was  received 
thru  the  same  program  and  will  be  the  third  vehicle  which  the  Town  of 
Scituate  has  received  thru  this  program. 
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As  always,  the  Commission  stands  ready  to  assist  individuals  and 
businesses  with  help  and/or  technical  assistance  toward  the  goal  of  opening 
more  doors  for  the  disabled  citizen  of  our  community.

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THE  NORTH  RIVER  COMMISSION 


The  State  designated  the  North  River  as  a  Scenic  River  in  1979  as  defined 
by  the  Massachusetts  Scenic  and  Recreational  River  Act  passed  by  the 
legislature  in  1971.  It  is  the  only  River  in  the  state  so  designated. 

The  North  River  runs  23  miles  from  its  headwaters  in  Rockland,  Hanson 
and  Hanover,  through  Pembroke,  Norwell,  Marshfield  to  its  mouth  in 
Scituate. 

The  Act  created  regulations  in  the  form  of  a  Protective  Order  which  is 
applied  to  all  land  falling  within  100  yards  of  the  natural  river  bank.  The 
Protective  Order  defines  allowed  uses,  uses  requiring  a  Special  Permit  and 
prohibited  uses. 

A  Commission  of  6  members  appointed  by  the  respective  Selectmen  in 
the  6  Towns  along  the  River  are  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
Protective  Order.  The  Commission  generally  meets  on  the  2nd  Wednesday  of 
each  month  at  the  James  Library  Building,  24  West  Street  in  Norwell  Center. 
Our  telephone  number  is  659-7411. 

In  1993,  the  North  River  Commission  held  14  public  meetings  to 
consider  a  wide  range  of  business  including  17  Requests  for  Determination. 
During  the  year,  the  Commission  issued  4  Special  Permits  and  2  Cease  and 
Desist  Orders. 

The  Commission  maintains  a  river  patrol  during  peak  times  during  the 
summer  and  fully  encourages  the  use  of  the  River  for  recreational  activities.

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COASTAL  ZONE  MANAGEMENT  COMMISSION 


Scituate’s  Coastal  Zone  Management  Commission  continued  with  its 
overall  objective  to  maintain  and  improve  its  invaluable  coastline.

S-CZM  provided  volunteers  to  assist  in  a  workshop  concerning  Flood 
Prevention  and  Management.  Public  awareness  of  the  impending  Title  V 
Regulations  also  was  a  group  objective. 

The  S-CZM  will  continue  to  direct  its  efforts  to  upcoming  issues  dealing 
not  only  with  the  Coastline  but  also  Water  quality.

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GOLF  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


The  Golf  Study  Committee  has  spent  the  last  year  meeting  with  golf 
course  architects,  developers  and  assorted  consultants  that  deal  with  golf 
course  development. 

As  reported  to  the  Selectmen  last  summer,  there  is  no  question  that 
financial  benefit  can  accrue  to  the  Town  by  operating  a  golf  facility  at  the 
Driftway.  Utilizing  an  outside  development/manager,  a  return  to  the  Town  of 
$40,000-$60,000  annually  can  be  realized,  with  the  Town  owning  the  facility 
in  20-25  years.  By  operating  the  facility  itself,  the  Town  can  look  at  a  return 
of  $200  to  $400  thousand  annually  once  the  facility  is  built  and  running.  This 
return  would  be  after  covering  financial  cost. 

At  this  writing  the  Committee  has  not  had  its  definitive  meeting  with  the 
party  selected  to  undertake  the  feasibility  study  for  which  funds  were  voted 
during  last  fall’s  Special  Town  Meeting.  The  firm  selected  to  perform  the 
study  is  headed  by  Dr.  Michael  Hurdzan,  a  golf  course  designer  operating  out 
of  Columbus,  Ohio,  whose  reputation  for  designing  courses,  both  public  and 
private,  at  moderate  cost  and  with  particular  sensitivity  to  the  environmental 
issues  involved  in  such  an  undertaking,  is  a  firm  that  is  rapidly  gaining 
national,  as  well  as  international  notice,  for  their  work. 

Some  of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  Selectman  Blake  and  I  walked 
the  site  with  Dr.  Hurdzan  and  an  associate  of  his,  Mr.  William  Burbank,  who 
specializes  in  the  environmental  issues  involved  in  golf  course  development. 
Even  though  the  day  was  a  cold  Sunday  in  last  Fall,  we  toured  the  site  up  and 
down  its  high  rising  sand  hills  for  a  full  two  hours. 

Dr.  Hurdzan  is  truly  excited  about  the  prospect  of  designing  a  course  at 
this  site  for  many  reasons;  foremost  of  which  are,  its  surface  of  sand,  lends 
itself  to  golf  course  construction  especially  from  a  cost  point  of  view  and 
furthermore,  the  vista  itself  excited  Dr.  Hurdzan.  For  those  of  you  who  have 
climbed  these  high  sand  hills,  which  offer  an  outstanding  view  of  the  North 
River  Basin,  you’ll  know  why.  For  those  of  you  who  haven’t  climbed  these 
hills  to  view  this  sight,  do  so.  For  only  by  a  mere  viewing  can  one  appreciate 
what  this  site  has  to  offer. 
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At  this  writing,  your  Committee  waits  with  enthusiasm  to  view  the 
rendition  of  what  Dr.  Hurdzan  and  his  design  group  has  put  together  for  this 
site.  It  should,  also  be  exciting

The  Committee  awaits  the 
legislative  appropriation  of  this  funding  so  that  we  may  continue  our  work  for 
a  regional  solution  to  the  solid  waste  issues  facing  the  South  Shore.

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PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  1993. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957, 
and  is  now  composed  of  24  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton, 
and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional 
response  to  a  regional  problem  and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized 
equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and  mosquito  control  professionals 
into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 

The  1993  season  began  with  an  above  normal  water  table  which 
produced  large  numbers  of  spring  brood  mosquitoes  throughout  the  County. 
Efforts  were  directed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood. 
Ground  and  aerial  larviciding  was  accomplished  using  B.T.I.,  an 
environmentally  selective  bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the  spring 
brood  of  adult  mosquitoes,  ultra-low-volume  adulticiding  began.  The  Project 
responded  to  increased  numbers  of  service  requests  until  a  drying  trend 
occurred  during  mid-summer.  All  sprayers  and  trucks  performed  well  with 
little  time  lost  to  breakdowns. 

The  threat  of  the  mosquito  transmitted  disease  Eastern  Equine 
Encephalitis  (EEE)  was  low  in  1993.  No  horse  or  human  cases  occurred,  but 
virus  was  recovered  from  bird-feeding  mosquitoes.  The  recurring  problem  of 
EEE  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts  continues  to  ensure  cooperation  between 
this  Project  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Scituate  are  given  below.  While 
mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below  does 
provide  a  tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the 
health  and  comfort  of  Scituate  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  11,744  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted 
sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made 
to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were 
made  in  May  and  the  last  in  September. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage, 
which  can  be  lound  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes,  and  other  standing 
water  areas.  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with 
highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present.  Last  year  a 
total  of  222  inspections  were  made  to  109  catalogued  breeding  sites. 
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Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  complaint  response  time,  that  is  the  time 
between  notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors. 
The  complaint  response  time  for  the  Town  of  Scituate  was  less  than  two  days 
with  more  than  1,028  complaints  answered. 

Water  Management.  During  1993,  crews  removed  blockage,  brush  and 
other  obstructions  from  510  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent 
overflows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work, 
together  with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and 
winter. 

Machine  Reclamation.  5,520  linear  feet  of  saltmarsh  ditch  was 
reconstructed  in  Scituate  using  both  of  the  Project’s  two  track  driven 
backhoes. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  of  the  mosquitoes  in  Scituate 
indicates  that  Aedes  cantator  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other  important 
species  collected  included  Culex  pipiens  and  Culex  salinarius.

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PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 


County  Extension  programs  are  carried  on  through  Plymouth  County  in 
cooperation  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture.  The  Cooperative  Extension  System  is  supported 
by  County,  Federal  and  State  funds,  and  operates  under  Federal  and  State  laws 
and  agreements.  Education  programs  focus  on  water  quality,  horticulture, 
agriculture,  4-H  youth  development,  nutrition  and  food,  natural  resources, 
leadership  development  and  family  life  issues  facing  the  County.  Volunteer 
advisory  groups  work  with  staff  on  developing  specific  programs.  Local 
citizens,  appointed  by  the  County  Commissioners,  serve  as  County  Extension 
Trustees,  directing  the  overall  program.  The  Extension  staff  serve  as  a  direct 
link  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  New  research  findings  are 
translated  into  practical  applications  and  shared  with  people  and  communities 
through  workshops,  conferences,  field  demonstrations,  technical  assistance, 
newspaper  articles,  radio  and  television.  Publications  such  as  regular 
newsletters  and  booklets,  factsheets,  and  home  study  courses,  bring 
information  directly  to  those  who  need  it. 

In  Plymouth  County,  the  Cooperative  Extension  outreach  office  is 
located  on  High  St.,  Hanson.  In  Southeastern  Massachusetts  regional 
programs  are  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  Barnstable  County 
Cooperative  Extension  Program.  Satellite  offices  of  UMASS  Cooperative 
Extension  are  located  in  Bristol  and  Norfolk  Counties.  UMASS  Cooperative 
Extension  also  operates  the  Cranberry  Experiment  Research  Station,  located 
in  Wareham.  The  Cooperative  Extension  office  (Hanson)  is  open  8:30-4:30 
PM  Mon-Fri.  Currently  the  county  field  staff  consists  of  a  County  Director, 
two  4-H  Youth  Development  Specialists,  a  Nutrition/Family  Life  Educator, 
and  a  Landscape/Nursery  Specialist.  A  federally  funded  Expanded  Food  and 
Nutrition  Education  Program,  which  has  been  active  in  Plymouth  County 
since  1969,  is  run  under  the  auspices  of  Cooperative  Extension.  Currently, 
one  supervisor,  and  three  outreach  educators  work  in  this  program  conducting 
a  UMASS  nutrition  education  certificate  course.  For  more  detailed 
information  on  the  County  Cooperative  Extension  program  contact  the  county 
office  at  Box  658,  Hanson,  MA  02341.

PROGRAM  OUTREACH  -  During  the  last  12  months  county  Cooperative 
Extension  agents  conducted  510  educational  outreach  programs. 

•  CABLE  TV  -  Eighty-five  cable  TV  shows  “Extension  News  &  Notes” 
have  been  produced  by  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension.  All  but  3 
Plymouth  County  towns  use  this  half-hour  Cooperative  Extension  Cable  TV 
program  in  their  weekly  community  access  channel,  reaching  over  100,000 
households.  Extension’s  free  video  lending  library  lists  over  100  popular  titles 
for  home  viewing  for  residents. 
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•  RADIO  -  Every  Sunday  morning  at  8:10  AM  on  WBET  (Brockton), 
Cooperative  Extension  staff  present  a  15  minute  broadcast  on  upcoming 
programs  and  timely  educational  topics. 

•  NEWSLETTERS  -  Cooperative  Extension  publishes  fifteen 
newsletters  in  the  area  on  Natural  resources  and  Agriculture  for  residents  and 
commercial  growers.  A  master  list  of  these  is  available  from  the  County 
Extension  Office. 

•  FACTSHEETS  -  Cooperative  Extension  has  numerous  fact  sheets 
available  to  the  public.  Multiple  copies  of  the  order  form  ‘TOO  Most  Popular 
Tip  Sheets”  are  distributed  routinely  to  libraries,  town  halls  and  local 
cooperating  agencies.  Current  research  in  the  areas  of  landscape,  horticulture, 
nutrition  and  youth  and  family  development  are  included. 

•  SERVICES  -  The  County  Cooperative  Extension  office  has 
information  and  instruction  forms  to  have  your  soil  tested.  UMASS 
Cooperative  Extension  Soil  Analysis  lab  tests  for  soil  pH  and  complete  soil 
analysis.  Pressure  gauge  tests  for  home  canners  are  conducted  at  the  County 
Extension  office. 

•  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAMS  -  A  wide  variety  of  teacher  training 
workshops,  lectures  and  on-site  field  demonstrations  are  conducted.  200  key 
county  agencies  receive  a  monthly  mailing  listing  local  Cooperative 
Extension  activities. 

•  AFFILIATIONS  -  4-H  Farley  Outdoor  Education  Center  is  a  non¬ 
profit  regional  ACA  accredited  camp  run  by  a  Board  of  Directors  representing 
4-H  in  SE  Massachusetts.  Information  on  this  facility  can  be  obtained  from 
the  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  office.

AND  FINALLY,  IT’S  A  REALITY! 

The  long  awaited  facility  addition  and  improvements  to  the  South  Shore 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  has  ushered  in  an  era  of  positive 
enrollment  growth  and  the  promise  of  even  more  responsive  educational  and 
community  service  to  its  district  towns.  Now  in  the  thirty-first  year  of  serving 
southeastern  Massachusetts,  South  Shore  continues  to  position  itself  as  a 
leader  in  vocational  education  and  as  a  district  resource,  preparing  students 
and  area  citizens  for  the  fast  paced  and  ever  changing  challenges  of  a  diverse 
and  highly  technical  present  and  future  workplace.  In  areas  like  construction, 
manufacturing,  automotive  technology,  and  medical  and  service  industries, 
the  need  to  maintain  current,  state-of-the-art  and  flexible  education  and 
training  has  never  been  greater.  As  our  society  and  work  markets  continue  to 
experience  change,  our  young  people  must  be  prepared  to  hit  the  road 
running. 

On  January  3,  1994,  the  formal  completion  of  the  building  project  begun 
in  December,  1992,  was  symbolized  by  the  opening  of  classrooms  and  shops 
for  student  use.  While  finish  work  continues  to  be  done,  students  enrolled  in 
Cosmetology,  Culinary  Arts,  Drafting,  Electronics,  Electrical,  Graphic  Arts 
and  Auto  Body  programs  experienced  the  opportunity  of  attendance  in  a 
brand  new  state-of-the-art  facility.  The  opening  of  the  new  hair  salon, 
restaurant  and  lecture  hall  facilities  provides  not  only  for  student  learning 
opportunities,  but  public  participation  and  enjoyment  in  environments  of 
which  the  district  communities  can  be  deservedly  proud. 

While  serving  primarily  area  secondary  school  students,  South  Shore 
continues  to  be  truly  a  community  school.  Continuing  Education  and  Business 
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Partnership  programs  serve  in  excess  of  300  adult  learners,  many  acquiring 
new  skills,  enhancing  existing  ones,  or  simply  exploring  an  interest  or 
avocation.  In  any  event,  the  message  delivered  to  all  is  the  importance  of 
learning  being  a  life-long  and  critical  component  in  our  lives. 

In  November,  South  Shore  welcomed  twenty-three  fellow  vocational 
educators  representing  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges.  This  three-day  evaluative  visit  culminated  a  year  of  intensive  staff 
and  program  self-examination,  the  first  of  this  type  in  ten  years.  While  a 
formal  report  is  not  due  until  Spring,  1994,  the  feedback  provided  will  assist 
in  the  ongoing  process  of  curriculum  review  and  development,  programmatic 
direction  and  overall  services  to  students. 

A  critically  important  component  to  the  comprehensive  nature  of 
educating  the  young  people  of  the  South  Shore  District  includes  giving  back 
to  the  community  and  involving  students  and  staff  in  community  service 
activities.  To  this  end,  South  Shore  Vo-Tech  continues  to  perform  a  multitude 
of  work  related  and  community  directed  roles.  Some  are  truly  “open  to  the 
public”  and  are  of  service  to  citizens  of  the  entire  area.  Some  have  become 
industry  and  business  specific  as  has  been  seen  in  business  partnerships  and 
in  South  Shore  staff  serving  as  consulting  advisors  and  trainers  to  companies, 
local  agencies,  or  employment  groups.  Still  others  are  often  community 
specific.  A  large  number  of  Scituate  senior  citizens  joined  with  their  local 
town  mates  at  a  wonderful  holiday  dinner  in  December,  sponsored  by  South 
Shore’s  student  organizations.  Linkages  with  the  Scituate  Rotary,  printing  for 
a  local  school  project  or  Council  on  Aging,  or  working  to  assist  community 
service  groups  in  a  variety  of  technical  ventures  are  all  examples  of  the  kind 
of  cooperative  relationship  toward  which  South  Shore  continues  to  strive. 

Academically,  as  well  as  technically,  South  Shore  is  in  constant  pursuit 
of  excellence.  In  addition  to  NEASC  recommendations  upcoming  for 
consideration  and  implementation,  staff  at  South  Shore  strive  to  attain  the  best 
possible  curricular  relevance  and  integration  of  learning  for  their  students. 

Added  focus  to  “Tech  Prep”  articulation  curricula  developed  with  area 
college  representatives  is  gaining  more  and  more  impetus  and  broadened 
scope.  Life-long  learning  and  the  need  to  prepare  for  constant  change  in  the 
work  place  are  obvious  goals.  Another  that  has  been  gathering  momentum 
locally  as  well  as  on  the  state  and  national  fronts  has  been  the  recognition  that 
the  all  important  school  to  work  and  career  transition  is  of  critical 
significance,  not  only  to  each  individual,  but  to  our  economy  as  well.  South 
Shore  stands  ready  and  willing  to  help  our  students  and  communities  prepare 
and  keep  current  with  the  workplace  and  economic  demands  important  to  all 
our  futures. 
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Currently  there  are  460  students  enrolled  at  South  Shore  Vo-Tech,  16  of 
whom  are  from  the  Town  of  Scituate.  Last  June,  two  students  from  our 
community  graduated;  they  were  Joel  Levy  and  John  Litchfield. 

Superintendent  James  Hager  and  his  administration,  the  staff  and 
students,  School  Committee  and  advisors  to  the  South  Shore  Regional  School 
District  welcome  the  challenges  facing  our  area  towns,  and  pledge  our  efforts 
toward  providing  productive  educational  opportunities  at  the  school.  South 
Shore  has  been  proud  to  serve  the  community  of  Scituate  and  the  region  over 
past  years.  We  appreciate  your  support  and  encouragement  and  look  forward 
with  eager  enthusiasm  to  future  success  in  delivering  quality  vocational 
technical  programs  to  our  children  in  a  truly  comprehensive  educational 
environment.

The  Scituate  School  Committee  has  concentrated  on  several  new  and 
demanding  issues  this  year.  The  enactment  of  the  long  anticipated  Education 
Reform  Act  in  June  focused  the  Committee’s  energies  on  the  implementation 
of  this  new  and  complicated  legislation.  This  law  is  designed  to  restructure 
public  education  in  Massachusetts  through  increased  accountability,  raised 
standards  and  expectations  for  students,  management  decisions  made  at  the 
school  or  building  level,  and  expanded  parental  and  community  involvement 
in  the  schools. 

One  of  the  earliest  requirements  of  this  new  law  was  the  formation  of 
School  Councils  for  each  of  the  five  schools  in  town.  The  Councils  were 
designed  to  strengthen  the  parental  and  community  involvement  in  the 
schools.  The  Education  Reform  Act  outlines  four  major  responsibilities  for

School  Councils.  These  are  to  assist  the  principal  in  adopting  educational 
goals  for  each  school  that  are  consistent  with  state  wide  requirements  and 
local  educational  policies;  to  review  the  annual  school  building  budget;  to 
identify  the  educational  needs  of  students  attending  the  school;  and  to 
formulate  a  school  improvement  plan.  The  School  Committee,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Superintendent  and  building  principals,  approved  the  composition 
and  selection  process  of  the  councils.  The  Committee  recognizes  the 
importance  of  clear  communication  with  the  School  Councils  and  looks 
forward  to  their  input  and  perspective  as  we  formulate  long  range  goals  and 
improvement  plans.  We  welcome  their  energy  and  enthusiasm  and  anticipate 
a  productive  and  positive  relationship. 

The  Educational  Reform  Act  also  mandated  the  implementation  of  a 
Tobacco  Free  Policy.  The  use  of  tobacco  is  no  longer  permitted  on  school 
grounds  at  any  time.  We  ask  your  full  compliance  with  this  policy. 

Funding  for  education  was  also  addressed  in  the  Educational  Reform  Act. 
Through  a  very  complicated  formula,  the  state  determined  that  Scituate  was 
making  an  adequate  contribution  to  education,  and  entitled  the  town  to 
$329,000  of  additional  funding.  The  committee  worked  carefully  with 
administrators  and  the  Superintendent  and  allocated  these  funds  to  areas  such 
as  additional  personnel  to  lower  the  student-teacher  ratio,  textbooks, 
professional  development  programs,  and  equipment.  This  appropriation  was 
approved  by  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  Oct.  4,  1993. 

The  Scituate  Public  Schools  also  directed  their  attention  to  educational 
materials  and  technology.  Due  to  the  severe  fiscal  constraints  of  the  past  few 
budget  cycles,  text  book  replacements  were  deferred  and  some  of  our  texts 
became  woefully  outdated.  Recognizing  the  importance  of  a  thorough  and 
systematic  update,  the  schools  surveyed  the  age  and  adequacy  of  textbooks 
in  all  schools  and  disciplines.  The  Schools  prioritized  the  needs  and  put 
together  a  systematic  plan  to  ensure  that  our  children  are  being  taught  with 
current  and  correct  materials.  Social  Studies  and  Science  texts,  particularly  at 
the  Middle  School  level,  received  top  priority.  In  addition  to  text  books,  the 
libraries  at  each  of  the  schools  were  studied.  Outdated  and  inadequate 
volumes  were  weeded  out,  thanks  to  the  tireless  efforts  of  school  volunteers 
under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  John  Sweeney.  Plans  were  formulated  for 
rebuilding  the  library  collections  with  new  and  up-to-date  materials.  Funds 
from  a  state  grant  in  FY  93  began  the  replacements.  The  PTOs  were  a 
wonderful  assistance,  allocating  some  of  their  funds  to  assist  our  efforts. 
Thank  you.  Your  contributions  of  time  and  funds  are  greatly  appreciated.  Our 
computer  labs  are  also  state  of  the  art  due  to  the  generosity  of  the 
townspeople.  An  MS-DOS  computer  lab  for  the  high  school  was  approved 
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thorough  the  Capital  Plan  at  the  last  town  meeting  and  was  installed  during 
the  summer.  Students  are  now  instructed  in  current  business  applications  and 
word  processing  and  we  are  very  excited  about  their  interest  and  progress. 

This  past  year  has  also  seen  the  progress  of  our  Curriculum  Review 
process.  Recognizing  that  there  must  be  a  constant  and  regular  evaluation  of 
our  curriculum  and  its  effectiveness,  a  plan  was  developed  to  evaluate  the 
various  disciplines,  make  corrective  changes,  and  review  the  adequacy  of  the 
corrections.  This  year  we  received  the  first  year  evaluations  of  Language  and 
Physical  Ed.  The  English  Review  in  particular  called  for  some  significant 
changes.  Pilots  for  updating  the  Physical  Education  program  were  also 
identified.  While  we  implement  and  test  the  effectiveness  of  these  changes, 
we  are  now  reviewing  the  Guidance  Department,  and  the  Business  and  Health 
Curricula.  Reports  on  these  are  expected  in  the  spring  of  1994.  This  is  a 
serious  and  critical  process  and  we  deeply  appreciate  the  time  and  energies  of 
Susan  Taylor,  Director  of  Curriculum  and  Instruction,  the  Department 
Chairpersons  and  both  their  Task  Force  and  their  Advisory  Committees. 

Another  issue  which  has  received  careful  attention  and  monitoring  is  that 
of  class  size  and  increasing  enrollments.  After  several  years  of  steady  decline 
in  our  student  enrollment,  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  experienced  an  increase 
in  students,  notably  at  the  elementary  level.  The  School  Committee 
recognizes  the  importance  of  small  class  size  particularly  at  the  primary  level, 
and  is  constantly  monitoring  enrollment  trends.  Through  the  regular  budget 
process,  we  were  able  to  add  a  kindergarten  class, while  monies  from  the 
Educational  Reform  Act  enabled  us  to  add  a  first  grade.  In  addition,  the 
School  Committee  looked  at  a  redistricting  plan  that  would  attempt  to  make 
class  size  at  the  various  elementary  schools  more  equitable.  District  lines  were 
redrawn.  Students  living  in  the  designated  areas  were  transferred  if  they  were 
in  grades  K-2,  or  given  the  option  of  transferring  if  enrolled  in  grades  3-5.  The 
groundwork  for  this  plan  was  done  by  a  hard  working  and  dedicated 
committee.  We  appreciate  their  time,  energy  and  expertise  and  recognize  the 
wonderful  contribution  they  have  made  to  the  Town  of  Scituate.  The 
Committee  and  the  Superintendent  realize  that  class  size  and  increasing 
enrollment  need  constant  monitoring  and  pledge  their  careful  attention  to  this 
matter. 

Two  final  accomplishments  of  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  deserve  note. 
First,  our  schools  made  strides  this  year  in  improving  access  for  our 
handicapped  students.  A  wheelchair  lift  has  been  added  to  the  Gates 
Intermediate  School  so  that  students  may  have  access  to  all  levels  of  the 
building,  and  we  have  been  able  to  purchase  a  wheelchair  accessible  van  so 
that  we  may  arrange  for  the  safe  transport  of  our  students.  Secondly,  our 
student  exchange  programs  have  been  expanded.  On  the  international  level. 
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we  had  visiting  students  from  the  Ukraine  for  the  first  time.  The  contact  our 
students  and  staff  had  with  these  young  people  broadened  our  perspective  and 
our  understanding.  On  a  more  local  level,  we  had  an  intergenerational 
program  at  the  Gates  Intermediate  which  truly  proved  that  learning  is  ageless. 

It  is  appropriate  at  this  time  to  thank  Dr.  John  Kulevich  for  his  excellent 
leadership.  Dr.  Kulevich  has  worked  hard  to  help  the  School  Committee 
accomplish  the  goals  they  established  for  the  past  year.  Dr.  Kulevich  is  able 
to  formulate  a  detailed  and  thorough  plan  to  address  any  situation  which 
requires  his  attention.  His  ability  to  carefully  and  thoughtfully  implement  the 
Educational  Reform  Act  has  been  particularly  noteworthy.  Mr.  David  Killory, 
Director  of  Business  and  Finance,  also  deserves  our  sincere  thanks.  David  is 
able  to  provide  the  answer  to  a  variety  of  questions  promptly  and  thoroughly. 
His  counsel  and  opinions  are  highly  valued  by  those  who  work  with  him.  We 
also  would  like  to  recognize  the  tireless  efforts  of  Mrs.  Susan  Taylor,  Director 
of  Curriculum,  Instruction  and  Special  Needs.  Susan  listens  carefully  to  a 
problem  and  returns  with  a  complete  and  thoughtful  solution  to  that  problem. 
Her  organizational  and  conceptual  skills  are  amazing!  We  need  to  thank  our 
principals  and  teachers  who  make  it  all  happen  on  a  day  to  day  basis.  Scituate 
takes  pride  in  its  schools,  and  they  are  largely  responsible  for  this.  Many 
thanks  also  to  our  parent  support  groups  such  as  SHORE  and  the  PTOs.  Your 
continued  financial  and  moral  support  are  greatly  appreciated.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS

In  1993,  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  accomplished  the  following: 

•  One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  seniors  graduated,  eighty-one  percent  of  whom 
enrolled  in  four  year  colleges,  universities  or  post  secondary  schools  and 
nineteen  per  cent  of  whom  entered  the  military  or  work  force. 

•  In  June  1993,  the  Education  Reform  Law  was  enacted.  The  initial  phase  of 
this  law  has  been  implemented  in  our  school  system. 

•  In  the  Fall,  School  Councils  were  established  in  each  of  the  five  schools. 

•  Special  Education  programs,  services  and  procedures  were  evaluated  in  a 
comprehensive  process. 

•  A  comprehensive  K-12  Physical  Education  curriculum  evaluation  was 
completed  with  recommendations  and  pilot  projects  developed  into  a  time- 
action  plan. 

•  The  first  of  a  two  year  comprehensive  K-12  Language  Arts  (English) 
curriculum  evaluation  process  was  finished.  Recommendations  and  pilot 
projects  were  developed  into  a  time-action  plan. 

•  A  comprehensive  grade  K-12  Reading  curriculum  evaluation  was  started  in 
the  Fall  of  1993,  with  a  planned  completion  date  of  June  1994. 

•  A  comprehensive  evaluation  of  the  K-12  Guidance  program  area  was 
initiated  in  the  Spring  of  1993,  with  a  planned  completion  date  of  early  1994. 
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•  A  comprehensive  evaluation  of  the  K-12  Health  Education  curriculum  was 
started  in  the  Fall  of  1993,  with  a  planned  completion  date  of  June  1994. 

•  A  comprehensive  evaluation  of  the  grade  9-12  Business  Education 
curriculum  was  started  in  the  Fall  of  1993,  with  a  planned  completion  date  of 
June  1994. 

•  Six  students  were  commended  for  academic  performance  in  the  National 
Merit  Scholarship  Program  and  one  achieved  honors  as  a  semi-finalist. 

•  Twenty  students  visited  Getzo,  Spain  as  part  of  the  foreign  exchange 
program. 

•  Scituate  High  hosted  forty  exchange  students  from  La  Varenne  Saint 
Hilaire,  France. 

•  The  High  School  also  hosted  ten  students  from  Kiev,  Ukraine. 

•  A  new  Business  Education  Computer  Laboratory  was  introduced  at  the  High 
School;  the  Lab  offers  students  the  opportunity  for  training  on  state-of-the-art 
hardware  and  software  applications. 

•  An  on-site  school  bookstore  has  been  established  at  the  High  School  in 
cooperation  with  the  Front  Street  Bookstore;  a  student  internship  program  has 
been  introduced  in  this  area. 

•  New  Courses  at  the  High  School  included  Humanities  II  and  Interior 
Decorating. 

•  A  program  of  intramural  athletic  events  was  initiated. 

•  Funds  received  from  a  Health  Grant  have  resulted  in  a  tenth  grade  DARE 
Program  and  pilot  courses  in  CPR,  First  Aid,  Health  &  Fitness  and  Smoke- 
Ending. 

•  The  High  School  now  houses  the  Office  of  the  Early  Childhood  Coordinator 
along  with  two  Early  Childhood  Programs  and  a  new  Pre-Kindergarten 
playground. 

•  The  High  School  received  financial  support  from  the  S.H.O.R.E. 
organization  (Scituate  High  Opportunities  and  Resources  for  Education) 
totaling  over  $15,000  to  provide  equipment  and  programs  for  arts,  academics 
and  athletics. 
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•  The  High  School  hosted  the  preliminary  round  of  the  Globe  Drama  Festival 
where  students  received  All-Star  cast  awards  and  its  production  of 
“Tombstone”  was  recommended  for  publication. 

•  Drama  students  at  the  High  School  participated  in  fundraising  and  food 
collection  for  the  homeless  resulting  in  the  allocation  of  two  tons  of  food. 

•  High  School  drama  and  music  students  collaborated  on  the  production  of  the 
musical  “Company.” 

•  Five  students  were  accepted  to  the  Southeast  Massachusetts  Senior  District 
Music  Festival  and  eleven  students  participated  in  the  Southeast 
Massachusetts  School  Bandmasters’  Festival.  One  student  participated  in  the 
All  State  Music  Festival. 

•  Choral  and  music  performances  were  conducted  at  the  Senior  Center,  local 
nursing  homes  and  the  Scituate  Womens’  Club. 

•  Five  students  entered  the  Boston  Globe  Scholastic  Art  Show  and  two  were 
chosen  for  the  Worcester  All-State  Art  Festival.  Students  also  participated  in 
the  Gerry  Studds  Congressional  Art  Contest. 

•  The  school  community  sponsored  a  “Gift  of  Lights”  celebration  to  show 
appreciation  to  the  William  R.  and  Julie  F.  Hoffman  family  for  a  generous 
donation  of  outdoor  lighting  for  the  school’s  athletic  field. 

•  A  Fitness  Center  was  opened  to  allow  for  physical  training  for  students 
and  staff  at  the  High  School. 

•  As  South  Shore  League  Co-Champions,  the  Boys’  Basketball  Team 
qualified  for  the  State  Tournament.  In  addition,  two  players  were  selected  as 
South  Shore  League  All-Stars  and  one  member  was  selected  as  Player  of  the 
Year  by  the  Massachusetts  Basketball  Coaches’  Association. 

•  Two  Scituate  High  School  Hockey  players  were  designated  as  South  Shore 
League  All-Stars. 

•  The  Golf  Team  won  the  South  Shore  League  Championship  and  four  of  its 
members  were  selected  as  League  All-Stars. 

•  The  Girls’  Tennis  Team  tied  for  the  South  Shore  League  Championship  and 
had  four  players  chosen  as  League  All-Stars. 
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•  The  Boys’  Tennis  Team  won  the  South  Shore  League  Championship  and 
qualified  for  the  State  Tournament. 

•  Four  members  of  the  Boys’  Track  squad  were  named  League  All-Stars. 

•  In  Girls’  Track,  the  squad  won  the  State  One  Mile  Relay  Indoor 
Championship  and  the  Outdoor  One  Mile  Relay  Team  captured  all  Statewide 
honors. 

•  A  Girls’  Track  member  won  the  State  Indoor  Title  and  was  selected  as 
All-Scholastic  by  the  Boston  Globe  and  Patriot  Ledger;  she  also  achieved 
undefeated  status  in  outdoor  competition  as  the  All-State  Champion;  the 
Boston  Globe,  Herald  and  Patriot  Ledger  again  cited  her  for  All-Scholastic 
acclaim. 

•  One  Scituate  High  School  baseball  player  was  selected  as  a  League  All- 
Star. 

•  The  Girls’  Basketball  Team  qualified  for  the  State  Tournament  and  won  the 
League  Team  Sportsmanship  Award. 

•  The  Girls’  Gymnastics  Team  won  the  South  Shore  League  Championship. 
Four  members  were  nominated  as  League  All-Stars  and  one  student  won 
assignment  to  the  National  High  School  Team. 

•  The  Football  Team  had  two  players  achieve  All-Star  status. 

•  The  Boys’  Soccer  Team  qualified  for  the  State  Tournament.  Two  members 
were  chosen  as  League  All-Stars,  two  players  were  named  as  Eastern 
Massachusetts  All-Stars,  one  member  was  selected  to  the  Patriot  Ledger  All- 
Scholastic  Team  and  one  player  received  honorable  mention. 

•Two  Girls  Soccer  players  were  designated  as  League  All-Stars. 

•  The  Cross  Country  squad  fielded  two  League  All-Stars. 

•Two  Field  Hockey  players  were  designated  as  League  All-Stars. 

•  In  keeping  with  the  High  School’s  philosophy  of  encouraging  and 
recognizing  excellence,  seventy  students  received  Student  of  The  Month 
Awards. 
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•  A  new  unit  on  the  history  and  geography  of  Scituate  was  introduced  into  the 
Grade  6  Social  Studies  curriculum  this  year.  Students  toured  the  historic  sites 
in  Scituate  and  concluded  the  unit  by  making  a  giant  cake  depicting  Old 
Scituate. 

•  Two  hundred  and  twelve  students  in  Grade  6  graduated  from  the  DARE 
Program. 

•  Six  vocalists  from  the  Gates  Intermediate  School  participated  in  the 
Massachusetts  Music  Educators’  Junior  District  Festival.  Seven  vocalists  and 
eight  band  members  participated  in  the  Southeast  Massachusetts  School 
Bandmasters’  Association  Program. 

•  Gates  students  participated  in  a  variety  of  Art  festivals  and  exhibits  this 
year.  Students’  work  was  displayed  in  the  Wang  Center’s  Art  for  Kids 
Program;  the  works  of  two  students  will  be  displayed  in  Amsterdam  in  March 
of  1994  and  at  the  United  Nations  Building  in  April. 

•  Six  Gates  students  entered  their  works  in  the  Boston  Globe’s  Scholastic 
Arts  Festival.  Five  of  the  six  entries  were  awarded  prizes. 

•  Gates  students  also  participated  in  the  Second  Parish  Art  Exhibit  in 
Hingham.  The  students  were  awarded  all  three  top  prizes  and  three  honorable 
mentions. 

Twenty-eight  students  in  Grade  8  were  inducted  into  the  National  Junior 
Honor  Society. 

•  Increased  student  enrollment  continued  to  challenge  the  use  of  space  at  the 
elementary  level.  Following  a  school  space  study,  some  students  in  the 
Hatherly  School  were  redistricted  to  the  Cushing  and  Wampatuck  Schools  to 
better  balance  the  classes. 

•  The  specialized  integrated  classroom  moved  from  the  Cushing  to  the 
Hatherly  School  this  year  as  the  children  progressed  from  Kindergarten  to 
Grade  1. 

•  An  elementary  technology  specialist  was  hired  from  Education  Reform 
funds  to  work  directly  with  students  and  staff  to  enable  them  to  best  utilize 
technology  to  access  the  current  information  which  is  available  in  today’s 
ever  changing  world. 

•  An  Early  Childhood  Parent  Resource  Center  was  established. 
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•  Six  parent  workshops  (September  -  December,  1993)  conducted  by  the  Early 
Childhood  staff  were  attended  by  over  two  hundred  parents  and  children. 

•  A  Parent  Resource  Booklet  listing  local  preschool  programs  and  services  for 
young  children  and  families  was  developed. 

•  A  grant  from  the  New  England  Deaf  and  Blind  Services  provided  training, 
consultation  and  materials  for  teachers  who  have  dual  sensory  impaired 
children  in  their  classrooms. 

•  The  weeding  out  of  outdated  library  books  in  each  of  the  five  schools 
was  completed. 

•  Improvements  to  school  building  access  were  approved  as  part  of  the  FY 
‘94  Capital  Improvement  Plan.  A  wheelchair  lift  was  installed  at  the  Gates 
Intermediate  School  during  the  December  vacation  period.  Wheelchair  lifts 
will  be  installed  between  the  lower  and  upper  wings  at  the  Cushing  and 
Hatherly  Schools. 

•  A  wheelchair  accessible  van  was  purchased  for  student  transportation 
needs.  Funding  for  the  new  van  came  from  State  and  Federal  grants. 

•  Coastal  flooding  in  December  once  again  required  extra  caution  in 
transporting  students  to  and  from  schools  during  high  tides.  Fortunately,  there 
was  far  less  storm  damage  this  year  compared  to  the  1992  storms.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS  ARE  OPEN 

The  Scituate  School  Committee  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of 
each  month,  September  through  June,  unless  announced  otherwise  in  the 
news  media.  Meetings  are  held  at  the  Gates  Intermediate  School  Library  at 
7:30  P.M.  and  are  open  to  the  public. 

Initial  admission  of  Kindergarten  and  Grade  One  children  is  based 
solely  on  chronological  age.  Children  who  will  become  five  years  of  age  by 
September  1  are  eligible  for  Kindergarten  in  September  of  that  school 
year.Children  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  by  September  1  are  eligible 
for  Grade  One  in  September  of  that  school  year. 

A  vaccination  certificate  for  immunization  against  diphtheria,  pertussis 
(whooping  cough),  tetanus,  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  and  polio  along  with 
evidence  of  being  screened  for  lead  poisoning  must  be  presented  to  the  school 
when  a  pupil  enters  for  the  first  time,  unless  the  child  is  exempted  for  medical 
or  religious  reasons. 

A  birth  certificate  must  be  presented  by  those  pupils  whose  births  were 
recorded  outside  of  Scituate.
